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DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claims 7 - 8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.SC 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Qingwen 
(CN1 099827). 

With reference to claim 1 , Qingwen discloses an herb medicine composition to 
be contained in sanitary materials for infants which comprises sophorae flavescens as 
set forth in the abstract. 

Claims 1 and 4 - 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hongling(CN1 178705). 
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With reference to claim 1 , Hongling discloses an herb medicine composition to 
be contained in sanitary materials for infants which comprises sophorae flavescens as 
set forth in the abstract. 

As to claim 4, Hongling discloses a composition which is in form of an extract as, 
set forth in the abstract. 

With reference to claim 5, Hongling discloses the herb medicine composition 
being applied to a diaper as set forth in the abstract. 

Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zhan 
(CN1 072599). 

With reference to claim 1 , Zhan discloses an herb medicine composition to be 
contained in sanitary materials for infants which comprises sophorae flavescens as set 
forth in the abstract. 

As to claim 9, Zhan discloses a wet tissue wherein the herb medicine 
composition is applied as set forth in the abstract. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Qingwen(CN 1099827). 
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The difference between Qingwen and claim 2 is the provision that alum is 
present in an amount between 10 and 40% by weight. 

Qinqwen teaches the use of alum (an astringent used to remove dampness and 
itching) in the herbal composition to prevent such diseases as hemorrhoid and eczema 
of the anus as set forth in the abstract. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the herbal 
composition of Qinqwen to provide 10 - 40% by weight of alum since it has been held 
that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering 
the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. 

As to claim 3, Qinqwen teaches a composition which comprises sophorae 
flavescens as set forth in the abstract. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hongling 
(CN1 178705). 

The difference between Hongling and claim 6 is the provision that the primary 
pad is prepared by mixing the herb composition with natural pulp. 
The applicant is reminded that: 

"[E]ven though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted). 
SeeMPEP2113. 
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Despite the product by process limitation, Hongling provides a primary pad 
wherein the herb composition is mixed (i.e. via spraying) with cotton. 

It is well known in the art that cotton is a natural fiber that may be in the form of a 

pulp. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the form of 
the natural fiber, if desired, since the general conditions of the claim have been have 
been disclosed in the prior art. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The balance of the prior art is cited to show the use of herbal 
compositions in cleansing articles and in treating skin disorders.
